Much has been said of late 
through the pies* upon the sub 
ject of the low price of wheat and 
its causes All have agreed on 
one point, and that is that the! 
price is low. and here they divide. 

I am aware that the farmers | 
in the past often regarded the j 
millers as their enemies, but I 
will attempt to show briefly why 
the interests of farmer and miller ! 
are identical, and that by reason I 
of the feeling mentioned, the 
causes of low priced wheat, have 
not been removed. 

First, the miller is the best cus- 
tomer the farmer has, and is 
always in the market and always ; 
pays the market price for the; 
wheat. The market is not made 
by the miller, but is practically j 
made by the Liverpool operator. 
Except during the first month or 
two at the beginning of each crop: 
year, the millers take the bulk i f 
the wheat brought to the market. 
During the first two rr.onthi the 
movement ix very heavy and much 
is exported, but after this little 
goes foi export from localities 
where there ' are mills. Remove 
the milling industry -from our 
country and our wheat, must go 
abroad and come in competition 
with the poor and cheap wheats 
of Europe and India. Not only 
is this true, but the offal is lost to 
our farmers. The foreign miller 
will not use American wiieat until 
it comes down in price to the poor 
wheat of Europe and India, bt t 
the American flour could be 
placed in every market in the 
world, because of its superiority, I 
if not shut out by prohibitory: 
foreign tariffs. In talking with a 
gentleman from Holland, not 
long since, he said, in answer to 
my query as to how much A men" 

can wheat their native millers 
ground, "They do not ^rind any, 
because they can get Indian and 
European wheat so much cheaper. 
They are anxious to use your fine 
American wheat, but can't pay the 
price and compete in the market 
with their flour. Of course their 
flour is much inferior to your 
American article, and they realize' 
the fact, but can't remedy the do- 
feet. I think they realize that 
your millers will eventually ruin 
their business, and therefore they 
ire asking lor a duty on American 
flour." He simply gave the situ- 
ation the world over. The foreign ' 
miller will only take our wheat 
When it is either sold at the low 
price realized for poor foreign 
wheat, or when the crop is short 
and they must have it. On ac- 
count of better wheat ami better 
^facilities and having attained a 
■fcigher degree of art in maiuifac-j 
Hkre, the American miller can pro- 1 
l|ftce the best flour in the world. 
|1; market is at present narrowed 
the maintenance of prohibitory 
.riff duties !>>' certain loreign 
ountries. li these countries would 
Kake American wheat and pay a 



relatively higher price for it than 
for the poor quality of the Euro- 
pean wheat, then the farmers' inte r- 
est in the subject might not be 
quite so great, but the facts are 
not such. The milkers of this 
country, through the Winter 
Wheat Millers' League, an organ- 
ization formed for the exchiMve 
purpose of extending the markets 
of American flour, have asked 
Congress to enact retnHatnry laws 
whereby the luxuries, purchased 
only bv our rich, coming (rnm the 
countries maintaining high tariff 
duties against American flour, 
might be char ed a double duty 
until they are willing by reciprocal 
treaties to allow our fluur to enter 
their markets on a more equitable 
basis. Notwithstanding the fact 
that every barrel of flour exported 
represents 4 l / 2 bushels of wheat, 
Congress at its last session refused 
this request and passed a bill in 
which many of these luxuries 
were placed on even a lower rate 
of duty. The millers further asked 
that the reciprocity feature of the 
then existing tariff law be allowed 
to remain in force. This was also 
disregarded, and as a result Spain 
has abrogated lu r reciprocity treaty 
with the United States a* to Cuba, 
ai.d Brazil has given notice that 
her treat) will be abrogated Janu- 
ary 1st. next To Cuba, the mills 
of thi> country shi| prd last year 
nearly yOO.Cx.o barrels of flour, 
where scarcely any had been 
shipped bofore the treaty was 
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amount shipped the previous year 
by 80,000 barrels. To Brazil was I 
exported 0,20,000 barrels, an in- j 
Crease over the year before of I 
IOO.OOO birrels. Spain has already | 
advanced her tariff duty on our 
flour going to Cuba from $1.00 
per barrel to S4 75, or 75 cents 
higher than from any other coun- 
try. Brazil will restore her old 
duty which was equal to a prohi- 
bition. The mills have thus lost 
a market which would have taken 
this year over 2,ooo,ooo barrels of 
flour Figuring this at 4\ s bushels 
to the barrel, we find a loss to the 
American fanner of a market for 
fully 9,000,000 bushels of wheat. 
Further than this.the flour shipped 
to those markets was all made 
from winter wheat, no spring 
wheat flour going there. It is a 
well-known fact that neither of 
these countries have flour mills, 
so that a market is absolutely lost 
to the winter wheat farmer for 
that much wheat. In tace of! 
these facts, is it any wonder that I 
wheat remains at the present low 
price? Congressmen should be 
committed to extend the markets 
fir American flour. That the sur 
plus wheat we have can be worked 
off be-t through the mill is self I 
evident from tacts given above. 
Therefore, it* seems as if the farm - ! 
ers should be with the miller 
on such .1 proposition,
